But a new residents’ group is 
now calling for social landlord 
Sanctuary Hereward to knock 
down the anti-social behaviour 
hotspot and replace it with an 
extension to the nearby High 
Barns Community Rooms. 

John Grain, spokesman for The 
Barns Community Voice, said: 
“These garages are a resource, 
which have been under-used for 
years - they will be no loss to the 
estate. 

“It’s an area which has 
experienced lots of problems, 
with all sorts of anti-social 
behaviour happening there. 


“It would be much better to 
provide a community facility 
which everyone could use in the 
evenings. 

“The housing association 
obviously wants to provide 
additional housing on the site, but 
we would like to see it handed 
back to the community” 

The group is now in discussions 
with Sanctuary Hereward about 
removing the garages and possibly 
extending the community centre. 

Brian Tully, anti-social beha¬ 
viour officer at Ely police station, 
welcomed the plans. 

He said: “The issue was first 
raised at a neighbourhood panel 
at the start of 2008 when the 
derelict garages were highlighted 
as a focal point for anti-social 


behaviour. I am pleased to hear 
the group is making progress 
with their scheme.” 

The new community group is 
also working with police on other 
problems in High Barns, particu¬ 
larly the issue of boy racers. 

Mr Grain said: “People speed 
through the estate when children 
are out playing - it’s very scary 
sometimes.”

Audio guide launched 


THE first-ever audio guide of 
Ely city centre has been 
launched. 

The guide is the latest 
venture from Cambridge- 
based firm, Tourist Tracks, 
who have produced 
downloadable audio guides 
for 12 different cities in the 
UK. 

Tourists can either download 
the track onto their own MP3 
player for £5 or pick up a 
headset for £6 at the city’s 
Tourist Information Centre at 
Oliver Cromwell’s House, in 
St Mary’s Street.

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Novel couple share 
success in the Fens

MEAKIN meets the 
husband and wife authors 
who keep their subjects - 
and their studies - as far 
apart as possible. 


I F ELY authors Midge 
Gillies and Jim Kelly 
were superstitious, they 
might have considered it a 
bad omen when a timber 
spar holding up their 
wedding marquee 
snapped, smashing 
through the chair where the 
vicar was scheduled to sit 
just hours later. 

However, they are made of 
stronger stuff. “We didn’t tell 
anybody; we just got it sorted out 
and warned the hotel staff not to 
mention it until the reception was 
over,” says Midge. “It was lucky 
though, because if it had 
happened later anyone sitting in 
that chair would have been 
skewered!” 

They were, of course, right not 
to be worried about it, because 
the succeeding years have 
brought both of them success. 
Midge has written a number of 
critically-acclaimed books, 
including two biographies, Marie 
Lloyd: the One and Only, and 
Amy Johnson: Queen of the Air, 
and Jim has penned a series of 
award-winning crime stories set 
in the Fens around Ely, to which 
they moved in 1997. 

Even the inevitable stresses of 
organising their wedding, which 
broke with tradition in a number 
of ways (a best woman as well as 
a best man, and the bride made a 
speech), were put to good use 
when Midge wrote The Wedding 
Book to coincide with the new 
rules which allowed marriages to 
be celebrated in commercial 
premises as well as churches and 
register offices. 

For the first few years after they 
moved to Ely, Jim was working as 
Education Correspondent on the 
Financial Times, commuting to 
London daily, and he began 
writing fiction on the train. 

His first two books featured a 
forensic archaeologist but he 
wasn’t happy with them. 

“The idea was OK but basically 
I just didn’t know enough about 
the subject to make it work,” he 


says. Then he turned to crime, 
which he did know about, albeit 
secondhand, as his father was a 
Detective Chief Superintendent at 
Scotland Yard. He had worked on 
many big cases, including the A6 
murder and the Great Train 
Robbery, and had arrested the 
Kray twins on a number of 
occasions. 

“He didn’t come home and 
repeat all the gory details about 
his work, but inevitably I picked 
up things,” said Jim. 

He combined his personal 
knowledge of journalism with his 
inherited interest in detection and 
created Philip Dryden, a 
reporter/amateur sleuth, who has 
now featured in five novels - The 
Water Clock, The Moon Tunnel, 
Coldest Blood, The Fire Baby and 
The Skeleton Man - sharing 
centre billing with the Fen 
landscape itself where, Jim says, 
“the sense of brooding mystery 
seems a part of everyday life”. 

The books, all of which are set 
in Ely and the immediate area, 
have been well received by critics 
and readers. The first was 
shortlisted for the John Creasey 
Memorial Award, the second was 
chosen by Booklist magazine as 
the best crime novel of 2004, and 
the series so far won the Crime 
Writers Association Dagger in the 
Library Award which is voted for 
by libraries and reading groups 
nationwide as giving the greatest 
enjoyment to readers. 

The location for the books isn’t 
just convenience, since Jim and 
Midge moved here partly 
because of Jim’s passion for the 
area. 

“The Fen landscape is a very 
odd combination of openness 
and secrecy; you can see almost 
forever, or at least to the horizon, 


and yet it is so easy to hide within 
it. But most of all the Fens bring 
you as close as you can get in 
this country to wilderness - a few 
miles from Ely you can park up 
the car, walk half a mile and be in 
a spot beyond sight of any 
buildings, people or roads. 

“Also, I’m a great Dorothy L 
Sayers fan. It’s a dreadful cliche, 
but one of her books, The Nine 
Tailors did change my life,” he 
says. Set in the Fens it was 
instrumental in Jim wanting to 
live in the region. 

He and Midge both have 
studies in their period home in 
view of Ely Cathedral - working 
as far away from each other in 
the house as possible, and 
occasionally swapping emails 
about whose turn it is to make 
coffee. Jim also works for part of 
each day on their allotment, 
finding the Fen soil as fertile for 
ideas for novels as it is for 
vegetables. 

“I have a shed - nothing posh - 
but there’s a window, and a 
heater for winter, and it’s quite 
jolly because our daughter Rosa 
painted the inside.” 

Midge, a history graduate of 
Girton College, is best known as 
an historical biographer, with two 
books about strong women who 
made their name in 
predominantly male fields. 

The work requires very detailed 
research to the extent that, when 
she was writing about Amy 
Johnson - who made the first 
solo flight from England to 
Australia in 1930 in a small Gipsy 
Moth - Midge took a trip in a bi¬ 
plane from Duxford. 

Slightly less traumatic, in that it 
didn’t require her to leave the 
ground, was her first book, Marie 
Lloyd: The One and Only, on the 


Victoria music hall diva many of 
whose songs - including My Old 
Man (said follow the van) and The 
Boy I Love is up in the Gallery- 
are still recognised. 

“She was very feisty and lived 
life to the full; I wanted to tell her 
story in a different way,” she 
says. 

Her third major book, Waiting 
for Hitler, a story of life in Britain 
in 1940 with the threat of invasion 
imminent, was triggered when 
she read a letter from Amy 
Johnson’s mother saying ‘I can’t 
believe France has given in’. 

The book on which she is now 
working is about prisoners of war, 
and the things they did when they 
were not able to escape, many of 
which led to real changes in their 
lives. 

“People like Clive Dunn from 
Dad’s Army, who took up 
amateur dramatics, and Ronald 
Searle, who did hundreds of 
drawings of camp life and hid 
them in the beds of prisoners 
suffering from cholera because 
he knew they were unlikely to be 
searched by the Germans.” 

It is a subject which is close to 
her heart since her father, who 
now lives in Ely, was also a PoW 
in Germany, though he was one 
of the lucky ones who managed 
to escape. 

When she isn’t writing Midge 
helps other would-be writers, as 
a tutor for the Cambridge 
University Board of Continuing 
Education, and a mentor for the 
Escalator Literary Award.

A spokesman for Sanctuary 
Hereward said: “We have been 
working closely with the new 
residents association to find a 
better use for the garage area, 
which is not fully utilised and 
has encouraged some anti-social 
behaviour. 

“Residents are concerned that 
this has become a growing 
problem, particularly as the 
garages are sited alongside the 
Barns Community Rooms, 
where mother and toddler 
groups and after-school clubs 
are held. 

“We are undertaking a review 
of the area and consulting with 
residents on a number of 
options, including the land 
being utilised for much-needed 
affordable homes and extending 
the community rooms.”

School transport 
plan is a ‘disaster’ 


FEARS have been raised 
over children’s safety 
outside a primary school 
after new transport plans 
were branded “a recipe for 
absolute disaster” by 
councillors. 

The concerns have been voiced 
by City of Ely Council, which is 
urging Cambridgeshire County 
Council to rethink its plans to 
allow parents of children at the 
Lantern Primary School to park 
in a lay-by in Downham Road, 
Ely, near the City of Ely Commu¬ 
nity College. 

It believes the competition for 
parking spaces in the lay-by will 
lead to conflict with parents at 
the college during the school run, 
while the extra traffic could also 
impede school buses. 

The new parking arrange¬ 
ments are part of a £2.5million 
plan to double the size of the 
Lantern Primary School to 420 
pupils by 2014, which was

approved by the county council’s 
development control committee 
in Shire Hall in Cambridge on 
July 25. 

The plans will see the 
construction of seven new 
classrooms, four new group 
rooms, offices and a new car 
park, beginning in September. 

But the city council is calling 
for education chiefs to consider a 
more radical programme to 
discourage parents from driving 
their children to school. 

In its letter, it said: “There are 
already too many cars in the 
Nene Road area at school times, 
and doubling the role at Lantern, 
even taking into account the 
proposals, is unlikely to resolve 
this unless more severe measures 
and encouragement is given. 

“Even though school hours 
may differ from those of the 
community college, parents are 


in the habit of arriving early in 
the afternoon to pick up their 
young ones. Couple this with the 
10 or so school buses and you 
have a recipe for absolute 
disaster.” 

A spokesman for the county 
council said: “The school and the 
county council are very aware of 
these concerns. 

“The school writes regularly to 
parents asking them to be 
considerate when dropping off or 
picking up their children. 

“It also discourages them from 
driving to the school and would 
encourage children and their 
parents, where possible, to walk 
instead.” 

The school’s expansion plans 
will see its intake jump from 30 to 
60 pupils a year by 2010 to cope 
with the rising number of 
families moving to Ely 

New schools may also be 
needed as Ely’s population grows 
from 17,5000 to 28,000 over the 
next 20 years. 


Mobile phone firm, 02, in bid to install three masts 


MOBILE phone cover¬ 
age in Ely will im¬ 
prove dramatically if 
three new transmitter 
masts are given the go- 
ahead, a telecoms firm 
has claimed. 

02 say their plans to 
install the seven-metre 


masts on top of Ely 
Water Tower, off Cam¬ 
bridge Road, will sig¬ 
nificantly improve the 
patchy coverage in the 
cathedral city. 

It will also allow 
mobile users in Ely to 
access 3G - or “third 


generation” - services, 
such as video mess¬ 
ages and mobile inter¬ 
net connection, for the 
first time. 

Plans for the three 
slim-line masts on the 
18-metre-tall tower 
have been submitted to 


East Cambridgeshire 
District Council this 
week, with the telecom 
company claiming the 
masts will have little 
visual impact on the 
already-prominent Ely 
landmark.

INCREDIBLE fundraiser 
Liam Fairhurst has been 
named “Britain’s Kindest 
Kid” after thousands of 
TV viewers voted for him 
to win a competition run 
by Five News.

More than 40 per cent of all 
votes were cast for Liam, who 
was presented with his award 
at last Thursday’s news show. 

His victory saw him pick up a 
cheque for £1,000 for charity, 
but kind-hearted Liam decided 
to split it equally with his four 
fellow finalists. 

Liam’s father, Mark Fair¬ 
hurst, said: “He is really 
pleased to win and he has given 
£200 to each candidate who did 
so well to be selected as 
finalists. 

“This win is a nice reflection 
on all he had done and all those 
who raised money for him. 

“It’s been a big week, but he’s 
taking it easy now. However, 
he’s still his usual bubbly self.” 

Liam’s win caps an amazing 
two years for the Soham 
teenager, whose exploits have 
already attracted the interest of 
the Prime Minister, who has 
met Liam twice and sent him 
get well cards regularly 
following each of his opera¬ 
tions for leg and lung cancer.

Issue would benefit from debate 


Sir, With regard to the “river boom” story in 
last week’s Ely Weekly News, Will Burton 
was speaking on behalf of Ely Traders’ 
Association but neglected to say that he 
was employed by Jeremy Tyrrell who owns 
Roswell pit and the Cathedral Marina. 

He is quoted as saying that 
“environmentally sympathetic moorings 
could easily be created” at Roswell. If this is 
the case why has Mr Burton’s employer not 
applied for planning permission and why is 
his view not shared by statutory agencies 
nor by the 1,000-plus members of the Local 
Campaigners for the Protection of Rural Ely 
(LCPRE)? 

In fact Mr Tyrrell told LCPRE, earlier this 
year, that his plans were to have residential 
moorings not temporary moorings for 
summer visitors. 

Does Mr Burton have real evidence to 


support the statement that the “growing 
industry” does indeed bring “thousands of 
tourists to Ely each year”? 

Roswell Pits and Meadows are now 
protected by an SSSI (Site of Special 
Scientific Interest) and are not “designated 
a special environmental area”. The SSSI 
process is rigorous and evidence-based 
and Roswell Pits and Meadows were 
designated on three grounds, only one of 
which mentions the bitterns. 

It is also recognised for its national 
importance as a geological site and for its 
assemblage of breeding birds associated 
with lowland open waters. 

It is the only SSSI designation made by 
Natural England since it was set up in 2006 
and this clearly indicates Roswell’s 
importance in both national and local terms. 
SSSIs are not designated because we 


“thought that someone had seen a bittern”. 
It is difficult to consider a disused clay pit as 
a “brownfield site” particularly when the pit 
in question has been reclaimed by the 
natural environment and has become a 
prime wildlife habitat. 

The Riverside moorings are an important 
part of Ely and the issue would benefit from 
an informed debate in which everyone 
declared all of their interests. LCPRE is an 
unelected group but then so is Ely Traders 
and both groups could usefully contribute 
to this debate.

Problem caused by lack of 
district council investment 


Sir, I would like to comment on Will 
Burton’s claims that there is a 
problem obtaining visitors’ moorings 
on the Ouse in Ely at peak season. 

He has identified a problem and the 
cause; which is lack of investment by 
East Cambridgeshire District Council 
(ECDC) in new moorings. However 
as the moorings are free, supply will 
always exceed demand, because the 
only alternative is to pay a 
commercial rate at a Marina. 

A visit to the riverside on Friday 
afternoon at 4pm revealed at least 
four free council moorings as well as 
two taken up by boats offering 
cruises on the river. At one point 
only, were two similar boats moored 
alongside each other, probably from 
choice. 

Also I notice that Mr Turner’s team at 
ECDC “monitors” moorings and 
would suggest that his job 
description should be altered to “is 
responsible for moorings”. We would 
then not hear his fatuous remarks 
about issuing warning letters if boats 
are moored for more than 48 hours 
and how his team prosecuted an 
owner last year after a boat had 
occupied a mooring for months. I 
trust that the very dilapidated narrow 
boat on Pegasus Walk is being 
“monitored”. As it does not look 
capable of moving anywhere has it 
been abandoned? 


Mr Burton then cites rather vague 
data from British Waterways to 
support his assertions. I would have 
been happier had he quoted specific 
figures relating to the Great Ouse 
and Ely in particular. 

Finally he accuses an “unelected 
group”, Local Campaigners for the 
Protection of Rural Ely, as the real 
villains of the piece. This is rather 
rich as Mr Burton was speaking for 
an “unelected group”, the Ely 
Traders Association. I understand he 
is employed as manager of 
Cathedral Marina in Ely: does this 
make him a “trader”? 

His employer, who also owns 
Roswell Pit, has stated categorically 
that he only wants residential 
moorings there; so how has the 
impasse at Roswell affected 
overnight moorings? If casual 
moorings were available at Roswell 
how many boat owners would trek 
into the city “to create footfall and 
business for our retailers”? 

Whist I have every sympathy for our 
city traders and give them my 
business and support whenever 
possible I do doubt what impact a 
few overnight moorings would make 
to the city economy.

Protection was based 
on scientific evidence 

Sir, We are astonished that such an ill-informed 
opinion can be published in the Weekly News 
without allowing for an informed counter argument 
to be stated (“Calls to help retailers cash in on river 
boom”, August 7). 

To be designated a biological Site of Special 
Scientific Interest (SSSI) rare or threatened species 
need to be consistently, and officially, recorded at a 
site. The notification is based purely on scientific 
evidence and is decided upon by Natural England 
(a Government body) and cannot be forced through 
by any local action group. 

Ely Pits and Meadows SSSI (including Roswell Pit) 
is, according to Natural England: “Home to at least 
13 different species of breeding bird typical of 
lowland open waters and their margins, including 
bittern, marsh harrier, kingfisher and bearded tit. It 
is also regularly used by nationally important 
numbers of bittern in winter.” 

It includes a network of different habitats all of 
which are important to support these bird species, 
which breed, feed and rest here. 

If a marina were to be developed at Roswell Pit, it 
would have major impacts upon these bird 
populations. If more moorings are needed in Ely, 
then other less biologically sensitive and valuable 
areas should be investigated. 

Roswell Pit and its surrounding wild areas are an 
essential resource for people and wildlife and need 
to be protected if Ely wants to remain such an 
appealing place for both tourists and residents 
alike.

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Aldi gets go-ahead 
for supermarket 


Traders express hopes 
for area’s regeneration

ALDI has been given the 
go-ahead to build a new 
supermarket in Ely. 

Plans for the l,630sqm 
superstore on the site of the 
former Thurlow Nunn Standen 
machinery plant in Lisle Lane 
were approved by East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council’s 
planning committee, last 
Wednesday, by a margin of 
seven votes to four. 

News of the store, which will 
open by Christmas 2009, has 
been warmly welcomed by 
shoppers, retailers and 
councillors in Ely, who believe 
it will bring some much- 
needed competition to Tesco 
and Waitrose. 

However, the German 
retailer had to survive a last- 
ditch attempt by its rivals Lidl 
to scupper the plans. 

The fellow budget retailer 
submitted a list of supposed 
flaws with Aldi’s proposals, 
including issues over traffic 
and pedestrian links to the city, 
but their objections did not 
hold sway with planners. 

Garry Ellis, from Hertford¬ 
shire-based Chaldean Proper¬ 
ties, who submitted the scheme 
on behalf on Aldi, claimed the 
new store would hugely benefit 
shoppers in Ely. 


He said: “It will provide a 
great level of genuine choice 
in a market dominated by one 
or two retailers.” 

He also explained that Aldi 
had agreed its delivery lorries 
would not use Broad Street 
following concerns from the 
City of Ely Council over HGVs 
on the narrow street. Instead, 
deliveries will be made from 
the north of the city, via 
Prickwillow Road. 

Council officers recomm¬ 
ended that the committee 
approve the scheme, after it 
had thrown out a previous 
application by Chaldean Prop¬ 
erties due to concerns over the 
building’s design and prob¬ 
lems with the pedestrian 
pathway linking it to The 
Vineyards. 

The new plans, which also 
include a separate 433sqm 
non-retail store, were com¬ 
mended by several councillors 
for addressing the previous 
flaws and an illuminated 3m- 
wide walkway will now 
connect the supermarket to 
the city. 

But Mr Ellis was warned by 
Cllr Peter Moakes that Aldi 
would need to make a 


“significant contribution” in 
section 106 money if it wanted 
to build in the city. 

The arrival of Aldi, who will 
employ between 20 and 30 staff, 
is a huge blow for rival budget 
supermarket Lidl, which has 
seen two planning applications 
for an out-of-town store in 
Angel Drove thrown out by 
planners because it would have 
dragged shoppers away from 
city centre shops. 

But Aldi’s store has been 
viewed differently because 
planners believe it could 
attract more shoppers into Ely, 
which would help smaller 
shops by increasing footfall in 
the city. 

Will Burton, spokesman for 
Ely Traders’ Association, 
welcomed Aldi’s plans, which 
include a separate 422sqm non¬ 
retail store, 80 car parking 
spaces and 26 cycle spaces. 

He said: “We believe it will 
create a better circulation of 
shoppers, which will help to 
regenerate the Forehill area. 

“If the store helps to create a 
city centre atmosphere in the 
Lisle Lane and Forehill area, 
then it will be very helpful for 
Ely.”

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Thwarted marina developer 
to challenge site’s SSSI status 


. Roswell Pits has been proven to support 
3 male booming bittern. 


ELY Marina owner Jeremy Tyrrell is 
challenging the notification of Roswell 
Pits as a Site of Special Scientific 
Interest (SSSI) 

Natural England gave the site the 
provisional designation six weeks ago 
because of its important geology and 
wildlife populations. 

The SSSI status, if finalised, is likely to 
prevent any development of the 
popular nature area by Mr Tyrell, and 
wildlife campaigners hope it could 
eventually become part of a future 
green corridor or “Wildspace” for Ely. 
Mr Tyrrell is submitting a formal 
objection to the designation. 

The Natural England report detailed 
how the “site regularly supports an 
average of one booming male bittern, 
representing 3.6 per cent of the Great 
Britain breeding population” - with just 
over 50 bitterns left in the UK - and 
sometimes two in the winter. 

An area which supported just 1 per 
cent of the UK’s breeding bitterns 
would be enough for the site to secure 


SSSI status. 

Dr Sarah Hall, from Local Campaigners 
for the Protection of Rural Ely, 
defended the report’s findings. 

She said: “If there is a booming male, 
there will also be a female too. 

“There are not many, but even one 
bittern is important to protect. 

“Our group has more than 1,000 
members and is increasing all the time. 
“People are outraged by the plans for 
Roswell Pits - it’s a lovely area and we 
want to keep it as a wild area.” 

A spokesman for Natural England said: 
“We are mid way through a four month 
consultation period and we hope to 
resolve any concerns raised. This is 
essential to ensure the SSSI is 
protected for all of its wildlife and 
geology, not only bitterns but other 
highly-protected species and because 
of fossil reptiles found there, including 
crocodiles, plesiosaurs (aquatic 
reptiles with long necks, small heads 
and large paddles) and the dolphin-like 
ichthyosaurs dinosaurs.”

Teaching trio gets a geography 
lesson with cross-country cycle 


THREE teachers from Ely have 
raised more than £15,000 by 
cycling from John O’Groats to 
Land’s End in just 10 days. 

Jerry Dale, Kevin Shaw and Andy 
Thomas completed their 
mammoth trek across Britain last 
month after riding into the tiny 
Cornish town of Land’s End 
cheered on by their wives and 
families. 

The trio of teachers from King’s 
School, Ely, averaged 100 miles a 
day, raising more than £15,000 for 
Breakthrough Breast Cancer and 
Great Ormond Street Hospital.

“We were amazed by the 
generosity of the people we met 
who gave us cups of tea, money 
and considerable support and by 
the camaraderie of the other 
people we met doing the route, 
usually unsupported and carrying 
all their tents and luggage with 
them.” 

Andy Thomas said: “We all 
suffered stiffness in our quads and 
hamstrings at various times. 

“There was always a monster hill 
to climb after we stopped for a 
break in the middle of the day. 
Riding on dual carriageways in the 
rush hour isn’t much fun, but we 
shared a fantastic experience 
which none of us will ever forget.”

PLANS for a £1.1 million 
community centre at Little- 
port have been unveiled.

with the parish council requiring 
outline planning permission by 
September 2 to stay in the 
running for a possible £500,000 
lottery grant. 

Paul Cox, spokesman for 
Littleport Parish Council, said: 
“Littleport’s population is set to 
grow from 7,000 to 12,000 over the 
next 10 years, but it already has 
insufficient community facilities. 

“The land at the Paddocks has 
effectively been transferred to 
the community and we secured 
£25,000 of lottery money earlier 
this year to develop this project. 

“One of the conditions is 


having planning permission for 
the site, which is why we’re 
pushing forward with this 
application.” 

The lack of community 
facilities in Littleport has been a 
growing problem since several 
community rooms, a hall and a 
youth club were bulldozed when 
Littleport Primary School moved 
to a new building. 

The community hall in Black 
Horse Drove is also under threat 
and may be sold for housing. 

Apart from lottery cash, the 
remainder of the funding for the 
new community centre would 
come from Section 106 money 
paid by housing developers to 
build in the village.

Norfolk, before burning 
most of Cambridgeshire 
in their march south.

Legal threat for 
‘eyesore’ developer

THE owner of an 
“eyesore” blighting Ely’s 
historic conservation 
area for months has been 
warned to hurry up with 
building work or face 
legal action. 

John Borland, who owns the 
unsightly building site in 
Market Street, was warned by 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s planning committee 
this week that it is considering 
legal action if it does not see 
progress soon. 

It follows numerous com¬ 
plaints from businesses in High 
Street Passage, who claim the 
large steel hoardings surr¬ 
ounding the site are blocking 
off the view of potential 
customers - costing them 
thousands of pounds in trade. 

They are also frustrated at the 
lack of action of the building 
site, which has lain empty for 
months with only occasional 
visits from workmen. 

Councillor Phillip Read, 
chairman of the council’s 
planning committee, said: “We 
are very concerned about the 
time taken over this develop¬ 
ment which is in such a 
sensitive position in Ely

“We have taken legal action 
in the past which kick-started 
work at the site and yesterday 
we learnt of our options should 
works stop again. 

“One of the biggest issues for 
the public is the state, condition 
and size of the hoardings 
surrounding the site. 

“Although technically this is 
something out of our power to 
solve, we will be speaking 
urgently with our counterparts 
at the county council to see 
what can be done to improve 
the situation. 

“The developer is giving 


officers regular progress 
reports and he has recently 
informed us that the steel frame 
of the building should be 
erected in the next few weeks. 

“However we have a duty to 
investigate what our options 
are if work does slow again. 

“Ultimately as work has 
begun at the site, current 
legislation means the council’s 
powers to intervene could have 
extreme consequences which 
may delay the work further. 
However should we need to, we 
will consider taking such a 
tough course. 

“But there is really only one 
man who can move this site 
forward quickly and that is the 
developer.” 

Mr Borland, who also owns 
the Fountain pub and Borland’s 
Esso garage on Cambridge 
Road, has consistently refused 
to comment about the impact of 
his building site on the city 
centre. 

The saga of the Market Street 
building began when the 
council ordered Mr Borland to 
tear down the former green¬ 
grocers shop in March last year 
after it had lain derelict since 
2003. 

He now has three years to 
complete the work and turn the 
premises into a shop and flats.

Hauliers hit by rising diesel prices 


HARD-PRESSED hauliers in 
Cambridgeshire are feeling the 
pinch with diesel prices at near¬ 
record prices. 

That was the message from 
Soham truck firm Geoff Hobbs 
during a visit by South East 
Cambridgeshire MP Jim Paice to 
discuss the perilous trading 
conditions faced by smaller 
haulage companies. 

Managers at the 30-year-old 
business, which is based in 
Soham’s Regal Lane industrial 
estate, told Mr Paice how rising 
diesel prices in recent months 
had caused its weekly fuel bill to 


soar from just under £24,000 to 
almost £30,000. 

Ian Osier, a partner at the firm 
which employs 35 drivers, said: 
“We use about 36,000 litres of 
diesel every 10 days and the 
price, excluding VAT, has gone 
up recently from 80p to 101 p. 

“At one point, we were even 
being quoted 109p a litre and if it 
had stayed at that level, we 
would have really been 
struggling.” 

Mr Paice said: “Diesel prices 
have fallen back a bit, but they 
are nowhere near what they 
were. 


“The rising prices and the decline 
in the building industry mean 
haulage companies are being 
squeezed from all sides and it’s 
very tough for them. 

“We have said that a 
Conservative Government would 
introduce a fuel stabiliser, which 
would reduce prices when 
they’re going up.” 

A report by MPs last month said 
UK haulage firms are paying 
thousands of pounds more for 
fuel than their European 
counterparts due to high fuel 
taxes.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

□ Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


I Q Send off change of address cards. 

■ Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

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Bigger is better in new Skoda 



Skoda’s Superb was always big but 
now it's bigger. Steve Walker reports. 


SKODA’S Superb is a car that 
concentrates on the basics of space, 
quality and comfort. It manages to 
nail all three of these, while also 
making a useful stab at the value for 
money criteria. 

It’s not the most handsome car or the 
sharpest drive, but overall it’s hard not to 
admire Skoda’s achievement with the 
Superb. 

Superb. In light of that apparently glowing 
endorsement, some people could already be 
sprinting in the direction of their local 
Skoda dealership, intent on purchasing the 
Czech marque’s latest executive cruiser. 

The problem with such an impulsive 
reaction is that the superlative-heavy 
opening was not an appraisal of the Skoda 
Superb at all. It was merely a written 
representation of the kind of echo that 
might rebound around this car’s voluminous 
interior. Make no mistake, the Skoda Superb 
is big. Whether it’s good or not remains to be 
seen. 

Skoda had quite some success with the 
original Superb. The wheeze of taking a 
Volkswagen Passat, adding a few inches of 
extra wheelbase and rebadging it as a Skoda 
proved simple but effective. 

That model was replaced by this one and, 
again, the underpinnings are Passat in 
origin. This time it’s a mixture of the old 
Passat and the latest model, but Skoda has 
done a far more thorough job of making the 
Superb feel like a model in its own right. 

The engine range, like much of the Skoda 
Superb, looks very Volkswagen. There’s the 
familiar 1.4-litre turbocharged petrol engine 
that through some dark magic manages to 


produce 125bhp and moves this one and a 
half tonne car with some alacrity 
Then there’s the meatier 1.8-litre turbo 
offering with 160bhp and the 3.6-litre V6 
topping the petrol range with 260bhp. The 
diesel units are where the money of high- 
mileage drivers will probably go and here 
there's an aged 105bhp 1.9-litre option along 
with two far more satisfactory 2.0-litre TDI 
units. The 140bhp option will probably 
account to more sales than any other engine 
but the pull of the 170bhp option will be 
tough to resist. It’s an advanced common-rail 
injection unit - the first ever in a Skoda - 
with high standards of refinement as well as 
a punchy mid-range. 


It’s a relaxing car to drive but isn’t as alert 
in feel as the sportiest drives in the medium 
range sector. There’s the option of 
Volkswagen’s seven-speed DSG twin-clutch 
gearbox on the less powerful engines, but the 
standard manual setups are perfectly adroit. 
The Superb is front wheel drive in standard 
guise but 4x4 versions are offered for those 
seeking greater traction. 

The Volkswagen and Audi design cues are 
evident all around the interior and the 
general feeling of quality is tangible. In the 
rear your lucky passengers will find legroom 
of a level only usually found in luxury 
saloons. 

Hatchback or saloon? Skoda Superb neatly

sidesteps it by being both bodystyles at the 
same time. 

Skoda has engineered a novel rear opening 
for the car which provides access to the large 
565-litre luggage bay in the style either of a 
saloon or a hatchback. Press one of the 
buttons on the Superb’s rear and a small 
saloon boot lifts open. Press the other and the 
whole of the rear windscreen rises up as one 
with the boot lid to form a full-size hatch 
opening. 

Prices open at about £15,500 rising only 
about £10,000 to a V6 model with all the bells 
and whistles. At those prices, the Superb 
looks like a lot of car for the money. The 
desirable 170bhp common-rail diesel engine 
is an appealing option, not least because of 
its fuel economy and emissions. 
Considering the performance on offer, its 
47mpg on the combined cycle and 159g/km 
of C02 are very good. 

The Skoda name will still be a handicap 
to the Superb. Despite the rejuvenation in 
its public perception that’s taken place 
since the dark days of the 80s and early 90s, 
the marque is still seen by some as a 
cheaper alternative to the mainstream and 
residuals are unlikely to be overly strong. 

A lot of emphasis is placed on cars being 
sporty in the media, but Skoda’s Superb 
iunashamedly isn’t. 

It’s less of a thrilling driver’s car than 
some of its rivals, that’s true, but on 
grounds of comfort, interior space and 
price, it’s right up with the best. The car is 
also well built with a good collection of 
modern engines to choose from. 

Anyone looking for a large, high quality 
car will find little to complain about with 
Skoda’s Superb. It’s a great place to ride out 
a long journey while both the pricing and 
the equipment levels make it a very cost 
effective choice.

Soham can 
make impact, 
says boss Ian 


SOHAM manager Ian Benjamin 
is backing his team to pull off a 
few upsets when they make 
the step into the British Gas 
Business League on Saturday. 
The Ridgeons League 
champions open the new 
campaign in Division One 
Midlands against Romulus at 
Julius Martin Lane without five 
of last term’s title-winning 
squad available. Charles Libam 
and Martin McNeill are 
suspended, while Andy Furnell 
and Scott Carter are both 
recovering from groin surgery 
and Scott Johnson is on 
holiday. However, Benjamin 
remains confident his team can 
maintain their attacking style 
and hit the floor running. 

The boss said: “It will be a few 
weeks before we have a full 
squad, but there is a lot of 
excitement around the club 
and a bit of nerves because 
we don’t know how well we’re 
going to fare. 

“We’re confident and I believe 
in my players, so I think we’ll 


surprise a few people in this 
league.” Rangers go into the 
Romulus clash off the back of 
a 2-0 win over Ryman Division 
One North outfit Waltham 
Forest in their final warm-up, 
having lost only twice in seven 
pre-season matches. Soham 
opened the scoring on 18 
minutes when Paul Jones 
finished off a good passage of 
play from the hosts. Waltham 
wasted several opportunities to 
level the score before Michael 


Simpson doubled the lead on 
the 60-minute mark after a 
slick one-two move with 
Jones. Home keeper Lea 
Jordan ensured Soham kept 
their first clean sheet during 
the pre-season period with a 
string of fine saves and 
manager Benjamin even 
found time to make a 
cameo appearance for the 
hosts, coming on for the final 
15 minutes and almost scored 
a third for Soham.

“We were 2-0 down at half¬ 
time against the run of play, 
but we’re going to learn a lot 
of lessons at this level as they 
basically had two decent 
chances and scored twice. 

“We went with three up top 
in the last 15 minutes and I 
thought if we could have 
nicked a goal then Lowestoft 
might have started doubting 
themselves.” 

Lightning will be hoping his 
charges can return to winning 
ways when they travel to 
Sleaford in the extra 
preliminary round of the FA 
Cup on Saturday.

It’s more title joy 
for Sue and Ellen 


ELLEN Falkner and Sue Alexander 
have become the first duo to retain 
the pairs title at the English Women’s 
Bowls Championships for 74 
years.City of Ely’s daughter and 
mother team made up for their 
disappointment in losing in the final of 
the triples with Falkner’s grandmother 
Dorothy Bowers on Tuesday week by 
beating Kings’ Ruth Rogers and 
Natalie Melmore 23-20 in the pairs 
final at Leamington Spa on Friday. 
Falkner and Alexander took early 
command to take an emphatic 16-1 
lead after just eight ends, only for the 
Devon duo to come back strongly as 
the match went on. Going into the final 
end, the Ely pair had seen their 
advantage cut to just one shot. But 
England international Falkner kept her 


cool to score two to ensure they held 
firm to retain their crown - the first pair 
to do since 1934. Alexander said: “It 
hasn’t been done for such a long time, 
so it’s nice to make a bit of history. 

“It’s always hard to retain it. 

Nine times out of 10 you come 
back and go out in the first round, 
so we’re delighted.” 

Former world indoor matchplay 
champion Falkner, who went out in the 
first round of the singles on Thursday, 
was thrilled not to come away 
empty-handed. She said: “We got 
ahead very quickly, but it still left them 
plenty of time to come back and they 
kept their cool and changed the length 
of the jack and we struggled a bit. 

“It was just a case of trying to hang in 
there and fortunately we did.”

Goldie Czechs 
out gold rival 



BARBARA Spotakova is in 
Goldie Sayers’ sights as she 
sights out on her javelin 
odyssey in Beijing on Tuesday 
in the qualifying round at the 
Bird’s Nest Stadium. 

The 26-year-old Ely star has beaten 
nearly all of her main rivals this 
season, but the Czech Republic athlete 
remains the one scalp missing from 
her list. Sayers has been in top form 
this campaign, and she will be aiming 
to repeat the feat in Pool A. 

The British champion is currently 
ranked sixth in the world, with a best 
effort of the year at 63.96m set in 
Kassel in June, but she insists that 
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even though it is the Olympics, the 
competition does not change. 

“I’ve beaten everyone this year, bar 
Barbara Spotakova,” said Sayers. 

“I’m just concentrating on what I have 
to do. You can’t have any bearing on 
what anyone else does. 

“There’s no magic answer that’s 
why if it was easier then everyone 
would do it. 

“It’s not an alien environment, people 
say it’s tough, but it’s the same people 
you are competing with.” 

Spotakova leads the rankings this 
year with a throw of 69.15m, and the 
next three on the list are Christina 
Obergfoll with 67.72m Steffi Nerius - 
who Sayers beat at Crystal Palace in 
her last competition - with 65.71m and 
defending Olympic champion, Cuba’s 
Osleidys Menendez with 65.02m. 

“I would say Barbara will be the 
favourite,” said Sayers. “Christina 
Obergfoll is throwing quite well 
this year and Menendez is an 
unknown quantity. 

“Below the top six in the world, 
there are people that have thrown 
60m odd once, but not again.”
